This vote was Inserted In the pa 
per and alto an Item that we would wait a reasonable time for others to go 
on. We waited untfl Wednesday night before closing the printing of the

ticket We waited for Mr. Urch to decide, we wafted for Mr. Stoddard ti 
decide. I asked Mr. Hartford if he desired to run, and we did everything ti 
get everybody on the ticket. The printers had ^000 to print, and 
1 had ti 


get them done so we could have them Friday or last night. 


All the candidates wanted sample ballots and wanted the tickets print 


ed in season so that they would know that they were all right, and man; 
of the candidates criticized us for not getting them printed earlier,- 
W 


waited as long as we could, Sn fairness to everybody, and when we clesei 
we had no knowledge or Intimation that any living soul wanted to go o 


the ticket. 


Mr. Locke did not apply to his ward to go on the ticket, neither did h 


apply to the City Committee. 
He was repudiated ny his ward for Albert 


Hyslop a most honorable citizen and heavy taxpayer, Mr. Locke knew tha 
we were trying to get names on the ticket and he had plcn'.y of opportun 
ty and time to put his name In. He simply wanted to Ignore the official 
ticket. 


After 'the ticket was printed and he had seen one, he wrote the Com- 


mittee a slurring letter asking to have his name put on. This was merely 
a trick to get some sympathy so that he and Hilton could get up a "snap" 
ticket and spring It at the Izst minute.

Brazil's Troubles Not Ended . 


A dispatch comes from Rio -Janeiro 


that suggests that the Brazilian gov- 
ernment took great chances, when i. 
agreed to forgive the mutinous sailors 
who recently stole several "Srarships 
and killed officers as a means of forc: 


ing the redress of grievances. 
It is 


stated that serious unrest exists in 
the army and that officers are open- 
ly expressing their discontent and in- 
dulging in criticiscms of the admin- 
istration. One officer has lieen court 
martialed for referring disparagingly 
to the president. The danger is that 
ihe example of the successful naval 
mutiny may be followed by the troo'ps 
The soldiers, of course, cannot steal 
forts aa easily as the sailors did their 
battleships, but a mutiny on the part 
of the army would nevertheless give 
Brazil a most difficult 
problem | to 


solve.
